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Hearing Is October 9 

City Begins Annexation

As can be seen in a large 
City of Greenbelt advertise¬ 
ment elsewhere in this issue, 
the legal process has been 
put into motion to make the 
city itself significantly larg¬ 
er. The city council, in a 
brief special meeting on Au¬ 
gust 27, began formal action 
to annex almost 274 acres of 
land adjoining the city's 
present southern boundary 
east of the Capital Beltway. 

Successful completion of the 
effort will make the condominium 
community of Hunting Ridge a 
part of the city. It was Hunting 
Ridge homeowners who, earlier 
in August, formally petitioned 
council for annexation. But coun¬ 
cil's move also, assuming it suc¬ 
ceeds, will bring within the city 
limits a vast area of undevel¬ 
oped land some of which (such 
as the Tidier tract just south of 
Windsor Green) is already pro¬ 
posed for rezoning and develop¬ 
ment, and much of the rest of 
which looks ripe for similar ac¬ 
tion. 

Greenbelt official's and residents 
have become increasingly alarmed 
over the past year or more about 
the development explosion ex¬ 
pected in the area proposed for 
annexation. The alarm has 
stemmed not only from the ad¬ 
verse impacts that could be fore¬ 
seen such as greatly increased 
traffic congestion, but perhaps 
even more from the realization 
that the city would have only 
minimal influence over rezoning 
decisions affecting that land. 
With the undeveloped properties 
being adjacent to but outside the 
city, as is now the case, an ad¬ 
verse recommendation by city 
council on proposed rezoning can 
be defeated by a simple majority 
vote of the county council (sit¬ 
ting as the District Council). But 
if the properties are inside the 
city, then it takes a two-thirds 
(or “super-majority”) vote of 
the District Council to approve 
rezoning that city council op¬ 
poses.

Specific Actions 

During its special meeting, 
council received certifications 
from city staff that the signatures 
on the annexation petition met 
legal minimums set by Maryland 
law (i.e., constituting at least 
25 percent of the registered coun¬ 
ty voters, and representing own¬ 
ership of at least 25 percent of 
the assessed valuation of real 
property, within the area to be 
annexed). 

Council then heard the first 
leading of the annexation reso¬ 
lution. 

Council also accepted a pro¬ 
posed outline for extension of 
city services and public facilities 
to the area to be annexed. (Oth¬ 
er than Hunting Ridge, there are 
only three individual houses with¬ 
in the entire area.) In addition 
to relatively standard provisions 
relating to such matters as police 
protection and use of recreational 
facilities, the Outline contains 
detailed provisions as to street 
maintenance, with emphasis on 
who would pay what in relation 
to the planned extension of Han¬ 
over Parkway. Hunting Ridge 
Condominium would not be ex¬ 
pected by the city to assume re¬ 
sponsibility for the construction 
of improvements to the part of 
Hanover Parkway adjacent to 
that community. 

The Outline also would defer 
liability for real and business 
personal property taxes within 
the annexation area until the fis¬ 
cal year beginning July 1, 1985, 
or until six months after the an¬ 
nexation effective date, whichever 
is later. 

As its third and final step for 
the evening,, council set Tues¬ 
day, October 9, as the date for 
the required Public Hearing on 
the annexation proposal. 

Although several representa¬ 
tives of Hunting Ridge were 
present, there were no remarks 
to council from the small audi¬ 
ence during the meeting. It can 
be expected that owners of unde¬ 
veloped property within the an¬ 
nexation area will be represented 
at the Public Hearing.

Maryland to Participate 
In Operation Lifesaver 

The National Safety Council 
recently recognized Maryland as 
an official participant in the na¬ 
tional Operation Lifesaver pro¬ 
gram to prevent accidents and 
fatalities at railroad/highway 
crossings. So far this year three 
persons in Prince Georges County 
have been killed in crossing acci¬ 
dents. 

“Many drivers fail to realize 
that a train can’t stop suddemy 
or slow down quickly enough to 
prevent a collision at a crossing,” 
said Hilmar Christianson, the 
Maryland coordinator for Opera¬ 
tion Lifesaver. "A freight train 
traveling at 30 mph or a passen¬ 
ger train going 60 mph needs 
half a mile to stop, even when 
the emergency brake is applied. 
A car going 55 mph, however, 
can atop in 225 feet. 

States participating in Opera¬ 
tion Lifesaver try to prevent ac¬ 
cidents in three ways: by im¬ 
proving crossings and warning 
device, by enforcing existing laws 
for traffic at crossings, and by 
educating the public about the 
hazards of crossings. Maryland's 
campaign will also focus on pre¬ 
venting vandalism and trespass¬ 
ing on railroad property. 

Operation Lifesaver began with 
a local program in Idaho in 1J72 
and has since spread to 42 other 
states. Idaho fatalities dropped 
39 percent during the first year 
of Operation Lifesaver, and jfcher 
states have had reductions rang¬ 
ing from 28 to 100 percent.

Greenbelt.A Look At The Beginnings

The Cooperative 
"Why shouldn't the American 
people take half my money from 
me? I took all of it from them.*' 
—Edward A, Filene 
Through a loan of $50,0 l> 0 by 
Boston merchant and philanthio- 
pist Edward A. Filene, Green oelt 
was able to open its commercial 
center in the middle of town. Fj- 
lene, who had established a cnain 
of cooperative stores in Massa¬ 
chusetts, agreed to “sponsot" ail 
commercial enterprises in Green¬ 
belt, This was agreed upon with 
the Department of Agriculture, 
who allowed Filene to bring ms 
Cooperative Distribution Corpora¬ 
tion to Greenbelt, where he would 
lease the store properties and 
provide the needed capital to 
stock and maintain the businesses 
until the residents could assume 
control on their own. 

Fitene’s CDC worked on a 
profit sharing basis with member¬ 
ship open to all residents. Mem¬ 


bership was obtained by a small 
fee, giving each member a vote 
as to the decisions made in the 
cooperative. It was a democratic 
institution where profits were 
shared by both business and pa¬ 
tron at the end of the year. To 
receive a profit, which was a 
dividend of about 6 r ,<, members 
would turn in their sales receipts 
for the year and have them to¬ 
taled. From this total the mem¬ 
bers would receive their share. 

What made this endeavor so 
provocative was that Filene’s 
corporation was to make no profit 
from the drug store, which boast¬ 
ed a lunch counter and soda foun¬ 
tain, the self-service grocery 
store, the barber shop, the the¬ 
atre, and the gas station which 
it controlled. Normally both mem¬ 
ber and corporation shared the 
profit, but since the project was 
an experiment, Filine agreed to 
the no-profit stipulation. 

Such an “experiment'’ was a 
magnanimous gesture on Filene's 
part, but competitors complained 
that the partnership between 
CDC and the government was un¬ 
fair to other businesses. What 
made the partnership so unfair 
was that part of the agreement 
made by CDC and the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture prohibited 
competitors from locating within 
a half-mile radius of Greenbelt s 
commercial center for the next 
ten years. 

This was especially upsetting 
to be National ; ciation of 
Grocers, who publicly pointed out 


the agreement’s lack of fairness 
to other proprietors. Finally, 
Henry A. Wallace, Secretary of 
Agriculture, explained that this 
policy was part of the whoie 
Greenbelt experiment. 

The partnership between CDC 
and the government continued 
until 1940, when residents as¬ 
sumed control of the commercial 
center, paying back the $50,000 
loan with $4,398.65 interest. 

The Town

In the opening days of Sep¬ 
tember 1937, the RA was liqui¬ 
dated and a newly created agency, 
the Farm Security Administration 
assumed control of Greenbelt. 
Headed by Secretary of Agr ; cui- 
ture Henry Wallace, the FSA 
appointed Roy S. Braden, an em¬ 
ployee of the administration, as 
manager of the town. On the 
morning of September 30, 1937 
the first families arrived in 
Greenbelt and were given their 
choice of any of the 57 homes 
already completed, 

Larry and Betty Brosmer, who 


now live in Hyattsville, were part 
of the second group of residents 
to move into Greenbelt, which oc¬ 
curred on October 2, 1937 In 
Dorothy Lauber’s “A Collection 
of Recollections of Greenbelt 
Residents and Others,” toe Bios- 
mer’s recall: “There was nothing 
here at the time, no street lights, 
nothing, but it was a beautiful 
place. We had two boys at the 
time, ... We are very grateful 
for being able to live in Green¬ 
belt and we have lots of happy 
memories. If we had not outgrown 
our house, we would have stayea.” 

As the weeks and months fol¬ 
lowed, people moved into Green 
belt on a daily basis. Roy Braden 
and his wife, a school teacher 
who taught at the elementary 
school, greeted each new resi¬ 
dent, showing them around the 
town and informed them >i‘ the 
rules governing the community. 
All wash off the line by four in 
the afternoon during the week 
and no wash hung on Sundays, 
all lawns and shrubbery to be 
maintained or the public works 
would do it for them, no shoot¬ 
ing off guns in town, and no rid¬ 
ing bicycles on the sidewalks 
were just a few of the many 
rules residents had to conform 
to. 

On Sunday, the third of Oc¬ 
tober, four days after the first 
family arrived in Greenbelt, 
Washington newspapers sadly 
reported the de^th of Edwaid A. 
Filene in Paris. Since he was 
the founder of CDC, speculation 


arose as to the continuation of 
Filene’s project in Greenbelt; who 
would supervise? 

After some discussion it was 
decided that Herbert Evans, edu¬ 
cation and public relations vice- 
president of CDC, would be ad 
ministrator of the project and 
that it would continue as sched¬ 
uled. 

The following month, with the 
Post Office now open, the first 
letter being sent by the first 
postmaster to Franklin Roosevelt, 
the residents held elections for 
a town council. Of the twelve 
candidates vying for council 
seats, five were elected and out 
of the five came the first mayor 
of Greenbelt, Louis Bessmer, a 
United States Public Health 
clerk. At the same time, Roy 
Braden was officially declared 
town manager, volunteering to 
work for one dollar a year until 
the town could acquire a treasury 
large enough to pay his annual 
salary of $500, which was pro¬ 
vided for in the town charter. At 
the same time, though, Braden 
was working as community man¬ 
ager, an appointment made by 
the FSA, who also paid his sal¬ 
ary as community manager. 

In the opening months of 1938 
the residents voted for a health 
plan entitled the “Cooperative 
Health Association of Greenbelt.” 
The plan included a health clinic 
staffed with two physicians, a full 
corps of nurses, an emergency 
room, patient rooms, X-ray facili¬ 
ties and a dispensary. The en¬ 
rollment fee was $5 for individ¬ 
uals and $10 for families with 
annual fees of $1.50 per person 
and $2 per family. 

The first physician was Dr. 
James S. Dryden, who only prac¬ 
ticed four months before resign¬ 
ing to move to Richmond, where 
he wanted to continue his prac¬ 
tice. Dryden was then followed 
by Dr. A. Thomas Christenson, 
known as the “Flying Doctor ’ be¬ 
cause of the medical aid he had 
brought by plane to ice bound 
residents of Tangier island m 
the Chesapeake Bay during the 
winter of 1935-1936. Christenson 
was administrator of the health 
clinic until it had to close in 1942 
because of continuous deficits. 
While the clinic was open, how¬ 
ever, Christenson and his assist¬ 
ant, Dr. Francis Threadgill, had 
handled 645 cases, 161 of which 
were births. 

In 1935, as the plans for 
Greenbelt were being drawn, the 
planners had decided not to in¬ 
clude the organizing and plan¬ 
ning of churches, but rather leave 
the responsibility to the residents 
of the community. In planning 
a church then, the residents lis¬ 
tened to six different pastors give 
six different sermons and after 
the last sermon was concluded, 
the residents, with some delibera¬ 
tion, chose Robert Kincheloe as 
the first pastor of Greenbelt and 
the Community church. 

Although Greenbelt was to be 
a relatively equal community in 
all aspect of living, the residents 
still managed to break up into 
their own social factions. The 
residents who had the lowest in¬ 
come were referred to as “snobs'’ 
because they looked down on 
everyone else. Where the higher 
rent homes were was referred 
to as “Rum Row” and those who 
lived in the exhibit homes were 
considered to be living on “Para¬ 
dise Lane.” But the residents still 
came together, enlisting in ac¬ 
tivities that make a community. 
By the end of 1938, there were 
thirty-one social clubs list ! in 
Greenbelt. 

Of the . tens of thousands of 


people who visited Greenbelt, a 
few were weil known personali¬ 
ties, of whom some were very 
influential people in history; 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt, w«o, 
if not emptying fish filled buckets 
into the new man-anade lake, was 
making inspection tours of Ine 
town with his “Brain Truster” 
Rexford Tugwell; Eleanor Roose¬ 
velt, who visited the town to in 
spect, speak, and make dedica¬ 
tions; Fiorello La Guardia, famed 
mayor of New York City, who 
after visiting Greenbelt decided 
he wanted one for his state, An- 
astasio Somoza, president ex 
Nicaragua; and prize fighter Jack 
Dempsey, who gave a speecn at 
an athletic club dinner in the ele¬ 
mentary school. 

One of the stipulations for 
eligibility to live in Greenbelt 
was that an individual or family 
could not make less than $1,50C 
or more than $2,000 a year. This 
was to insure that those most m 
need were selected for residency 
in the town. In keeping with 
this stipulation, the town man¬ 
ager had to ask two sisters who 


were sharing a house together 
to leave because their combined 
incomes amounted to $2,830 a 
year. At times the rules proved 
to be quite a vexation for many, 
but they were still enforced and 
abided by. 

By June of 1938, the last o’ 
the construction was complete 
and to crown the event a baby 
boy arrived in town, Greenbelt’s 
first birth. Ironically, though, 
nine days later the first death 
occurred in town when a young 
boy drowned in the lake. Coinci¬ 
dentally, the following month 
found the lake closed to swim¬ 
mers because of a heavy bacteria 
count that was discovered. 

Governed by state and county 
laws and required to pay state 
and county taxes, the residents 
of Greenbelt w r ere given the right 
to vote in Maryland; it was the 
fall of ’38 and the council elec¬ 
tions were held again. This time 
a woman, Ruth Taylor, was elect 
ed to the town council. This 
marked the first time in Prince 
Georges County history that * 
woman served on a town council.

Adult Education Classes

Day¬ 
time adult classes will be held at 
Greenbelt Middle School for ABE 
Reading, Wed, and Fri.; Pre- 
GED Math, Wed. and Fri.; Pre- 
GED English, Wed. and Fri.; 
Pre-GED Reading, Tues. and 
Thurs.; and ESL (English as a 
Second Language), beginning 
and intermediate, Mon., Tues., 
Thurs. a.m. Registration will be 
during the week of September 
17 on the day and time for their 
first class. 


Policy for Free School 
Meal Program Announced 

Prince Georges County Public 
Schools has announced its policy 
for free and reduced price meals 
for school children unable to pay 
the full price of meals served in 
schools under the National School 
Lunch and/or School Breakfast 
Programs. 

Children from families whose 
income meets the guidelines are 
eligible for free or reduced price 
meals. For free meals or free 
milk, income guidelines range 
from $8,736 for a household of 
two members to $22,308 for a 
household of eight. Larger 
households may add $2,262 for 
each member over eight. 

Application forms are being 
sent to all homes in a letter to 
parents. Additional copies of the 
application are available at the 
principal's office in each school. 
The information provided on the 
application may be verified at 
any time during the school year 
by the school or other officials. 
The information provided by the 
household is confidential and will 
be used only for the purpose of 
determining eligibility and veri¬ 
fying income.

The Way I See It

In one of his last acts as Secre¬ 
tary of Transportation, Lowell 
Bridwell designated the route of 
an intercounty highway connector 
to run from 1-270 at Gaithers¬ 
burg to U.S. 1 just south of 
Laurel. Thus was written the lat¬ 
est chapter of the 30-year-old 
saga originally called the “Outer 
Beltway." 

Montgomery County Executive 
Charles Gilchrist reacted imme¬ 
diately to reject the highway, as 
well as Bridwell’s suggestion that 
the county use its own funds to 
purchase the right-of-way. The 
initial reaction of Prince Georges 
County officials appeared to sup¬ 
port Bridwell’s action. 

Greenbelt's position, however, 
on each of the various stages of 
the nine-lived (or more) high¬ 
way has been more nearly akin 
to that of Montgomery County. 
But plans to extend the inter-

county connector to the Spellman 

(Baltimore - W ashington) Park¬ 
way and beyond still exist. The 
City Council would do well to 
remind the Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty Executive and the County 
Council that the city rejects the 
road in whatever form it takes. 

The Transportation Department 
has persisted in keeping alive the 
possibility of an intercounty 
connector despite popular disap¬ 
proval, local governmental pro¬ 
tests and even a demurrer by the 
legislature. Our county officials 
should be counseled that, if the 
road stops short of Route 1, pres¬ 
sure to extend it east to the 
Parkway will be unnecessary.

If in fact the 
car is a lemon, the manufacturer 
will replace the vehicle with a 
comparable vehicle or accept re¬ 
turn of the vehicle and refund 
the full purchase price minus a 
reasonable allowance for use of 
the vehicle which may not exceed 
15 percent of the purchase price. 

The important thing to remem¬ 
ber is not to waste time* Initiate 
repairs and " proper correspond¬ 
ence promptly. Also be sure to 
keep meticulous records in case 
a real fight develops. 

The Consumer Protection Di¬ 
vision of the Attorney General's 
Office in Baltimore (528-8662) 
can provide additional informa¬ 
tion on the Lemon Law Bill. For

If a Car’s a Lemon 

The 1984 Maryland General 
Assembly enacted the “Lemon 
Law Bill” which may entitle 
some new car buyers to a replace¬ 
ment vehicle or a refund if the 
car is a lemon and simply cannot 
be repaired. Delegate Joan Pitkin 
was co-sponsor of this legislation. 

What is a lemon ? Initially, the 
defect in a car must substantially 
affect the owner's ability to use 
the vehicle or will reduce the ve¬ 
hicle's value. In addition, the 
vehicle must be out of service for 
repair of one or more defects for 
a cumulative total of thirty (30) 
days during the warranty period 
or a single defect is not correct¬ 
ed after a total of four attempts 
by the dealer 02 manufacturer to 
repair it. What does a person do 
once he has a lemon? Notify the 
manufacturer immediately by 
certified mail, enclosing copies of

The G.V.F.D. and RS. re¬ 
sponded to 170 fire and rescue 
emergencies during the month 
of August. Those calls included 
20 motor vehicle accidents in¬ 
volving injury. 

Auto Accidents 

The most serious auto accidents 
that accur in the Greenbelt area 
are usually on the Capital Belt- 
way and on the Baltimore Wash¬ 
ington Parkway. One other area 
that residents should be aware 
of is on Greenbelt Road in the 
area of Greenway Shopping Cen¬ 
ter. We have responded to many 
serious accidents in the Green- 
way area and we urge you to 
be extra cautious when driving 
in this area. 

Pedestrian Accidents 

In late July, two men were 
killed on the Beltway near Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue as they attempted 
to assist a disabled motorist. 
Prior to that, three state high¬ 
way workers were killed on the 
Beltway during construction in 
the Greenbelt area. And last year 
a Greenbelt resident was killed 
on Crescent Road after leaving 
the Center. 

It is recommended that if you 
become disabled on a highway, 
pull as far to the right as pos¬ 
sible and wait for assistance from 
the police. If you leave your ve¬ 
hicle to do repairs, it is very 
important to stay well away from 
the travel portion of the roadway. 
Raising the hood and turning on 
hazard lights will also make your 
situation more evident to other 
drivers. 

And with schools now back in 
session, we urge all to be extra 
careful while driving just before 
and just after classes begin and 
end. Many more children will be 
walking to Roosevelt High 
School this year and this will 
pose extra hazards.
